Fabian is a member of the Executive Committe 
of the Hungarian National Council and the on 
member who is of the Jewish faith. He is 
considered an ultra-conservative who has no 
real following either inside of Hungary or 
within the emigre group in the U.S. He does 
have a number of high level contacts with 
•people like Bill Jackson and therefore has 
a certain amount of influence with Americans 

The Division recommends that Mr, Fabian be 
afforded no special treatment other than 
courteous listening by Mr, Peaslee, Would 
you like to have me call Mr, Peaslee?
